David Bate, a Grade 10 student from Cedar Hill Jr. 
Secondary, took the First Place Overall prize at the 23rd 
Annual Vancouver Island Regional Science Fair held at 
UVic April 7 to 9. 

Bate’s entry “Asexual in vitro Somatic Cell Suspen¬ 
sion Culture” involved cloning carrot cells, and was the 
culmination of three years of work. He also won last 
year’s First Place Overall prize for an entry in the same 
area of research. 

Bate participates in the Enrichment Program at Cedar 
Hill, and completion of a Science Fair entry is part of the 
required course work in the program, which has about 80 
students at the Grade 10 level. Much of the work is self- 
directed. 

Bate intends to take a Bachelor of Science as the first 
step in a career that may include politics. He is chairman 
of the Vancouver Island Young Tories, and former presi¬ 
dent of the Esquimalt Young Tories. 

Bate will go to the Canada-Wide Science Fair, to be 
held at St. Mary’s University in Nova Scotia this year, 
and also wins the Science Fair Scholarship for study at 
UVic, awarded by UVic President Howard Petch. 

This year’s regional fair drew 155 entrants with 141 
projects, 15 more than last year. 

Other winners include Andrea Walsh, Grade 10, Cedar 
Hill Jr. Secondary, first prize, senior division, for “Wind 
Currents and Building Design”; Tim Swanson, Grade 9, 
Cedar Hill Jr. Secondary, first prize, junior division, for 
“Celts”; Siobhan Ozard, Grade 6, Torquay Elementary, 
first prize, intermediate division, for “Do Chemicals 


Affect Root Growth in Zero or Low Gravity?” and Ken¬ 
neth Ozard, Grade 4, Torquay Elementary, elementary 
division, for “Does Electricity Affect Plants?”

Five per cent chop is official 


Biology students 
sweep research awards 


The Universities Council of British Colum¬ 
bia (UCBC) has officially notified UVic 
that the general purposes operating grant 
for 1984-85 is five per cent less than the 
1983-84 grant. 

UCBC received a letter April 3 from Dr. 
Pat McGeer, Minister of Universities, 
Science and Communications, confirming 
that the overall general purposes operating 
grant for the three B.C. universities is 
$285,943,000, 95 per cent of last year’s 
grant. 

Still to be confirmed is an additional 
sum, designated operating grants (other) 
for such specific purposes as Interior 
programming. 

“The total sum for operating grants 
(other) for the three universities is expected 
to approximate the total 1983-84 level,” 
states a news release from UCBC. 

Also not included in the general purposes 
operating grant is funding for UVic’s 
Faculty of Engineering which has been 
handled in the past as a special grant. 

UCBC has allocated the general pur¬ 
poses operating grant in the same propor¬ 


tion to each university as it did in last 
year’s allocation. 

UVic receives $51 million, compared to 
$53.7 million in 1983-84. Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity receives $63.2 million and the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia gets $171.6 
million. 

“Council is very conscious of the acute 
and increased burden this reduced grant 
will impose upon the universities,” states 
the release. 

“During 1984-85, many decisions will 
have to be taken at both the institutional 
and system levels to accommodate what 
appears to be the government’s inability to 
provide appropriate funding for the univer¬ 
sity sector.” 

As a result of its Strategic Planning Pro¬ 
ject, UCBC plans to revise its grant alloca¬ 
tion procedures for 1985-86 “to ensure a 
close and predictable fit between the 
emerging academic priorities in these 
changing economic conditions and the 
deployment of future provincial operating 
grants.” 


Four UVic graduate biology students 
made a clean sweep of the research awards 
offered last month at the eighth annual 
Mine Reclamation Symposium, sponsored 
by the B.C. Mining Association and the 
Ministry of Energy, Mines and Petroleum 
Resources, in association with the UVic 
Environmental Studies Program. 

David Fraser, Joanne Lawrence, Clint 
Smyth and Laura Taylor won the $500 
awards offered by the technical and 
research committee on reclamation, in 
recognition of the quality of their research 
and contributions they have made to the 
understanding of the ecology of reclama¬ 
tion practices for mined areas of B.C. 

Fraser, Smyth and Lawrence are work¬ 
ing on a research team headed by UVic 
biologist and Director of Environmental 
Studies Dr. Marc Bell, investigating the 
problem of restoring biological productiv¬ 
ity to land disturbed by open pit coal min¬ 
ing in the East Kootenays. They are 
looking at the problem of land reclamation 


from a number of ecological viewpoints, 
with the goal of replacing the unsightly 
scars of old-time strip mining with a lands¬ 
cape emphasizing improved wildlife habi¬ 
tat and an enhanced naturally-balanced 
forest environment. 

Taylor is working under the supervision 
of biologist Dr. Derek Ellis. She is investi¬ 
gating the way in which mining wastes are 
reclaimed by the environment, applying 
highly novel concepts of land reclamation 
underwater, in a manner designed to speed 
up the natural reclamation process. Her 
work location is Rupert Inlet on North 
Vancouver Island at the site of waste dis¬ 
charges from Island Copper Mines. 

Each of the award-winning students 
gave a presentation of their research dur¬ 
ing the three-day symposium held at UVic 
Feb. 29 to March 2. Presentations were also 
made by researchers from the University 
of Alberta and UBC, the provincial govern¬ 
ment and research organizations, and the 
coal industry. 


Helen Pitt Awards Exhibition of works by graduating students comes to UVic 


For the first time, the annual Helen 
Pitt Graduate Awards Exhibition 
will be held at UVic, from April 26 
to May 8. 

Also for the first time, a graduat¬ 
ing UVic student in Fine Arts at 
David Thompson University Cen¬ 
tre (DTUC) in Nelson, is one of the 
major prize winners in the Helen 
Pitt awards selection. 

DTUC student Clare Singleton 
receives $2,000 for her painting, one 
of 260 works from 140 students who 
entered the competition from UVic, 


SFU, UBC and the Emily Carr Col¬ 
lege of Art and Design. 

Two other works by UVic Visual 
Arts students were chosen for 
$2,250 cash awards, Donna Kelly’s 
drawing and Doug Buis’ sculpture. 
Two other $2,250 winners are gra¬ 
duating students from Emily Carr 
and SFU. 

The Helen Pitt Fund for the Fine 
Arts was established by the late 
Helen Pitt and is administered by 
the Vancouver Foundation. Adjudi¬ 
cator for this year’s competition 


was well-known Canadian artist 
Greg Curnoe. 

The awards exhibition has been 
organized on behalf of the Founda¬ 
tion by the Visual Arts Department 
at UVic. Exhibition organizer Prof. 
George Tiessen (Visual Arts) 
explains that the exhibition will be 
held in the Department’s sculptur¬ 
ing area. 

Seven UVic students are among 
25 graduating students chosen to 
display 30 works at the Pitt exhibi¬ 
tion at UVic. 


Clint Atkinson will show a draw¬ 
ing, Douglas Buis, two sculptures; 
Judy Gunhouse, films; Alix MacDo¬ 
nald, a painting; Clare Singleton, a 
painting; and Virginia Bruels, an 
installation. 

Works by students from Emily 
Carr, UBC, and SFU have also 
been chosen for the exhibition 
which will include videos, paint¬ 
ings, drawings, film, sculpture and 
sculptural installations. 
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Why don't more faculty attend Convocation? 


That moment when a student walks proudly in cap and 
gown across the stage, in a ceremony full of color and 
tradition, when he hears his name called and receives 
his university degree, is surely one of the highlights of 
his life. And for parents watching the colorful ceremony 
the hour is full of poignancy and a sense of pride. 
Through self discipline on the part of the student and 
often sacrifice by parents this proud moment has been 
achieved. 

This spring there will be four Convocation ceremonies 
at UVic; Arts and Science on June 1 and Education and 
Law and other faculties on June 2. Each ceremony lasts 
approximately one and a half hours followed by a recep¬ 
tion where students welcome the opportunity to speak to 
faculty and to introduce them to their parents. Professor 
Betty Kennedy, (Mathematics), chairman of the Ceremo¬ 
nies Committee, points out that faculty have an impor¬ 
tant role to play on these occasions when the university 
as a whole is on display to the public. 

Some faculty are asked to assist as marshalls of the 
processions. Others in the procession represent to stu¬ 
dents and guests the academic sector of the university. 
Kennedy is disappointed at the turnout of faculty at 
Convocation. In a letter to Senate March 7, Kennedy 
asked why so few faculty display enough interest to 
attend Convocation and how best to stimulate interest in 
future attendance. 

“Last spring an average of 20 faculty sat on the stage 
at each ceremony. Out of approximately 500 full-time 
faculty on staff, this number, in our opinion, is too low”, 
says Kennedy. “We are aware that the spring Convoca¬ 
tion ceremony frequently conflicts with the Learned 
Society meetings which preclude many faculty members 
from attending. There is also the problem of regalia. 
Assuming regalia is a deterrent the Ceremonies Commit¬ 
tee is endeavoring to acquire gowns and make them 
available to faculty members.” 

Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry) is one faculty member 
who does regularly turn out for Convocation, performing 
the duty of marshall. “Now that the Convocation cerem¬ 
onies are divided into fewer disciplines they are shorter 
and* more relevant”, says Mitchell. 

“Convocation is a day for the parents as much as the 
students and this is one reason why faculty should try to 


Women place second 
in San Diego Classic 

A UVic women’s crew placed second in the 
clubs section of the prestigious San Diego 
Crew Classic, April 7. 

The UVic men finished fourth, also in the 
clubs section. 

The San Diego Classic, often dubbed the 
unofficial North American champion¬ 
ships, drew about 30,000 spectators. 

UVic crews this year were entered in the 
club eights races because of a ruling by the 
NCAA. In 1983, both UVic men and 
women placed second behind the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington in the Varsity Eight 
Races. In 1982, UVic women won the Var¬ 
sity Eight trophy. 

This year, the UVic women finished the 
1,000-metre course just 1.7 seconds behind 
the winning University of British Colum¬ 
bia eight. 

The men’s 2,000-metre race was won by 
Pen Athletic Club of Philadelphia. 

Coaches Doug White and Rick Crawley 
accompanied 18 UVic rowers to the Clas¬ 
sic. The women’s eight consisted of cox Joy 
Crane, stroke Sandra Williams, Lise John¬ 
son, Sarah Heywood, Gill Saxby, Lise 
Wright, Cathy Puddy, Marianne Morgan 
and Tanya Phillips. 

In the men’s eight were cox Alan Cairns, 
stroke John Os^owski, Eric Kovits, Howie 
Campbell, Dave Sager, Kelly Wright, Don 
Telfer, Ian Swan and Rob Currie. 
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attend. The reception, too, is an important part of Convo¬ 
cation. I don’t wait for students to approach me. I try to 
circulate and seek out my students and parents to con¬ 
gratulate and have a chat with them.” 

In terms of smooth mechanics. Convocation has 
improved tremendously over the years, says Mitchell, 
who admits he rather misses some of the unexpected 
happenings of past Convocations. 

“With the elimination of speeches by honorary degree 
holders and by the valedictorian. Convocation has lost 
something. There are no surprises these days. In the past 
one never knew what the students were going to wear or 
say or what the guest speaker would say, whereas what 
the president and chancellor will say is pretty 
predictable.” 

Asked how faculty can be encouraged to attend Convo¬ 
cation, Mitchell says, tongue-in-cheek, that perhaps 
career progress increments should be conditional upon 
attending Convocation unless there’s a good reason. 

This year Arts and Science Convocations will be on a 
Friday and Mitchell says it will be interesting to see if j 
this results in a better turnout of faculty. One of his 
colleagues will attend for the first time as the Saturday 
Convocation has always clashed with coaching a com¬ 
munity soccer team. 

Not all faculty members are as enthusiastic about 
Convocation as Mitchell. One faculty member points out 
that having to sit on a hard steel chair does not encour¬ 
age one to attend. “The discomfort of sitting on the damn 
things increases as the number of students increases.” 
Another faculty member pointed out that “two cookies 
and a cup of tea is not much incentive to sit on a hard 
chair for two hours.” 

Dr. Reg Roy (History) is another faculty member who 
regularly turns out for Convocation. He, too, thinks Con¬ 
vocations have improved since they were divided into 
four ceremonies, and says, “Thank God they have cut 
down or eliminated the speeches.” 

Convocations at UVic have come a long way since the 
first one was held in the old drill hall (the old gym), 
points out Roy. He remembers when Convocation was 
held in the open in the quad. “If it didn’t rain, the sun 
was beating down on you. That’s when my spirit first 
began to flag at Convocation.” The Memorial Arena was

another scene of Convocation, including the year when 
Prince Phillip was given an honorary degree. 

Dr. Peter Smith recalls other Convocations in his light 
hearted article, “Confessions of a Convocation Freak” in 
the Alumni magazine, The Torch. “Ceremonial occa¬ 
sions inspire me with a curious mixture of fascination 
and disrespect. My taste for stirring rhetoric and dra¬ 
matic pageantry is as keen as anyones but I’ve never lost 
the choir boy’s thirst for ceremonial disaster, a longing 
for the spontaneous blunder of random mishaps that can 
turn a humdrum ritual into a treasured memory.” Smith 
recalls a few highlights of past Convocations. Centen¬ 
nial Stadium was the locale from 1968 through 1970. “I 
remember the Stadium for its bitterly cold winds and for 
the skylarks that spiralled overhead as Roderick Haig- 
Brown assumed his role as Chancellor.” He remembers 
the early 70’s Convocations as years when ceremonial 
tensions were created by bizarre styles of dress and 
deportment, for those were the years of academic dis¬ 
content. “In terms of atmosphere and pageantry, the 
climax was reached with those outdoor Convocations in 
the quad in the heart of the campus”, says Smith. 

Kennedy, whose job it is to see ceremonies run like 
clockwork, probably wouldn’t share Smith’s enthusiasm 
for ceremonial disaster and Smith admits that, thanks to 
her expertise, Convocations have now become an effi¬ 
cient and well-oiled machine. 

“Mind you”, says Smith, “there are still juicy moments 
of incongruity like the spectacle of students parading 
through the rain under cover of regulation issue glad 
bags. But on the whole, a mood of confident professional¬ 
ism now prevails and gone is the sense of imminent 
disaster you could almost smell in the sixties.” 

With Convocation ceremonies retaining their colorful 
pageantry, but pared of excess verbiage and running 
smoothly to an hour-and-a-half ceremony in the Univer¬ 
sity Centre Auditorium, Kennedy hopes there will be a 
goodly number of profs displaying their colorful robes.on 
stage and mingling with students and parents at this 
spring’s Convocations. 

After all it is the University’s 21st anniversary this 
year and Convocation is part of the celebration. 


A novel way to help fund environmental 
studies at UVic in the event of possible 
future funding difficulties is being tried 
this spring by Dr. Marc Bell, biologist and 
Director of Environmental Studies. 

Bell will act as the resource person on two 
10-day explorations of the west coast wil¬ 
derness of Vancouver Island this May and 
early June, and has reached an agreement 
with Pacific Synergies, the group organiz¬ 
ing the tours, that part of the profits will go 
towards funding for the UVic ES program. 

Participants on the 10-day educational 
recreational tours, May 10 to 30 and again 
May 30 to June 9, will travel on a 45-foot 
sailing cutter to explore Vancouver Island 
from Tofino, through Clayoquot Sound, 
Nootka Sound, Esperanza Inlet and Kyu- 
quot Sound and make stops at abandoned 
village sites and Hot Springs Cove. 

The group will hopefully see whales, 
pelagic birds, and sea otters. While observ¬ 
ing the natural history, they will seek the 
connections between living landscapes, 
ocean and forest, says Bell. 

During the trip, participants will exam¬ 


ine the environmental issues confronting 
an area that represents a microcosm of the 
environmental concerns confronting 
North America. Among the sites visited 
will be Meares Island in Clayoquot Sound, 
one of the few remaining sites of old forest 
growth on Vancouver Island and the cen¬ 
tre of public controversy lately in the face 
of the desire of many individuals and 
groups to preserve the area from logging 
later this year. 

People from all walks of life are welcome 
to join these tours which, as well as being a 
rich educational environmental expe¬ 
rience, promise to be “a pleasurable 
experience—a trip of a lifetime”, says Bell. 

The arrangement reached with Pacific 
Synergies is that $150 from each registra¬ 
tion fee of $1,280 will be donated toward the 
UVic ES program. For further informa¬ 
tion, telephone Bell at 721-7354 or 479-5314, 
or Pacific Synergies at 988-1613 in Van¬ 
couver.

Peace walk and rally set 


Phil Esmonde, co-ordinator of the annual 
Victoria Walk for Peace, April 28, is expect¬ 
ing about 7,000 people to participate this 
year. 

“We had more than 5,000 people at the 
walk and rally last year and early indica¬ 
tions are that we’ll probably have more 
this year if the weather co-operates,” said 
Esmonde, a 1977 UVic grad and long-time 
disarmament activist. 

The Alma Mater Society (AMS) at UVic 
has officially endorsed the walk and rally, 
as has UVic Educators for Nuclear Disar¬ 
mament (UVICEND) and students’ 
groups. 

The walk leaves from Centennial Square 
in downtown Victoria at 12:30 p.m. and 
proceeds to Macdonald Park in James Bay 
where a rally will include musicians and 
speakers. 

Larry Dettweiler, Camosun teacher and 
Victoria child psychologist, speak on 
the problems of parenting in the nuclear 
age. Others speakers are Peter Penz, 
Saltspring Island author of The Deterrent 
that Isn't: Questions and Answers on Can¬ 
ada and the Nuclear Swindle and Terry 


Padgham, Victoria peace activist. 

Esmonde said one theme of this year’s 
rally is “our responsibility as adults to our 
children. The question is not what we are 
doing, but what we are passing on. Are we 
doing anything to live up to our responsi¬ 
bilities to children?” 

Esmonde and others in the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Disarmament Group, which is organ¬ 
izing the walk and rally, have been urging 
politicians to declare Canada a nuclear- 
weapons-free zone. “This is a symbolic and 
non-traditional way of approaching the 
problem of the testing of nuclear arms,” 
explained Esmonde. 

“We have to start somewhere and we’ll 
be asking those who come on the walk to 
reflect on the changes that are needed in 
attitudes and policies so that this country 
can adopt a more peaceful role.” 

Esmonde said the walk is also designed 
to break people out of their sense of isola¬ 
tion and helplessness about the nuclear 
buildup. “The rallies bring together a 
remarkable variety of people and demon¬ 
strates that individuals working together 
can create a lot of energy for change.”

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Conference draws impressive list of speakers

“The quality of the papers to be presented is superb. We 
are looking forward to the conference sessions,” reports 
Prof. Bill Neilson (Law), chairman of the conference 
committee for The University into the 21st Century. 

The papers will be presented during what will surely 
be the largest single gathering of distinguished national 
and international scholars at UVic at one time, from 
May 2 to 5. 

The scholars will be here to examine challenges facing 
universities around the globe now and into coming 
decades. 

The conference, being held as part of the university’s 
celebration of its 21st birthday as a degree-granting 
institution, has been over a year in planning. Neilson, 
conference committee vice-chairman Dr. Chad Gaffield 
(History), and UVic conference officer Tom Lietaer are 
now concluding final details of conference preparation. 

They report that interest shown from faculty and staff 
to date is high, with pre-registrations for sessions which 
are open and complimentary to the university commun¬ 
ity numbering more than 100. v 

“Although the conference is open to faculty and staff, 
it is not a walk-in conference. Seating is limited and 
registrations for individual sessions or for the full con¬ 
ference must be made in advance, by April 24,” emphas¬ 
izes Neilson. 

Altogether, 25 papers will be delivered during the pro¬ 
ceedings and these will be published later in book form. 

Opening the conference in University Centre Audito¬ 
rium on the evening of May 2 will be UVic President Dr. 
Howard Petch. The keynote address will be delivered by 
Dr. Alan Cairns, professor of political science at the 
University of British Columbia, on the topic “The Uni¬ 
versity and Society: Historical Reflections.” Cairns is 
currently with the Royal Commission on the Economic 
Union and Development Prospects for Canada, and has 
been the Mackenzie King Visiting Professor of Cana¬ 
dian Studies at Harvard. 

Papers will be presented by two former and a present 
Lansdowne scholar at UVic. “The Moral Crisis of the 
University, or, the Tension between Marketplace and

Community in Higher Learning” is the title of the paper 
to be delivered by historian Dr. Michael Katz, an expert 
on the social development of Canada and the United 
States from the urban studies program at the University 
of Pennsylvania. “Balancing Pure and Applied 
Research” will be the topic addressed by Sir Hans Korn- 
berg, Sir William Dunn Professor of Biochemistry and 
Master of Christ’s College at Cambridge University. 
Present Lansdowne professor in the history of science at 
UVic, Dr. Morris Berman, will speak on “The Cyber¬ 
netic Dream of the 21st Century”. 

“Staying Near the Customer” is the title of the paper 
to be delivered by Dr. William Cochrane, academic 
researcher and administrator and head of Connaught 
Laboratories in Toronto, one of Canada’s most signifi¬ 
cant commercial and research laboratories.

Dr. Paul F. Thomas, of the Faculty of Education, 
has been awarded a fellowship to visit Japan 
this summer as a guest of the Japan Institute for 
Social and Economic Affairs (JISEA) Thomas 
is one of 30 educators from the United States 
and Canada selected for the all-expenses paid, 
16-day trip to Japan, June 24 to July 10. A 
special committee of the U.S. National Council 
for the Social Studies, which co-sponsors the 
program designed to enhance the teaching of 
global studies, met in San Francisco to evaluate 
the 537 fellowship applications. Winning prop¬ 
osals were chosen for originality and practical¬ 
ity, as well as for the applicants' proven 
qualifications for developing Japan-related 
curriculum following the study-visit. The 1984 
Fellows, traveling as a study team, will expe¬ 
rience contemporary Japanese society first¬ 
hand. They will meet with government officials, 
tour urban and rural schools, inspect manufac¬ 
turing plants, transportation systems and busi¬ 
nesses, and observe ways in which the 
Japanese are coping with social and environ¬ 
mental problems. The Japan Institute for Social 
and Economic Affairs, headquartered in Tokyo, 
is a private, non-profit organization which 
seeks to foster a better understanding of the 
goals and the role of business.

U ofT 
launches 
campaign 

The University of Toronto is the latest-of 
several Ontario universities to launch a 
major campaign to seek financial support 
from faculty, staff, alumni and other, pri¬ 
vate, sources in response to the effects of 
under-funding. 

A special fund-raising campaign was 
launched in March by the Faculty Associa¬ 
tion, Staff Association and the Students’ 
Council. Called the “Preservation Initia¬ 
tive,” the campaign is geared toward rais¬ 
ing money to preserve positions and 
services. 

Prof. Fred Wilson, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, believes most members of the uni¬ 
versity community will see the campaign 
as a way of reacting to budget cuts. “While 
the campaign will allow individuals to 
specify the area they would like to support, 
concern cuts across the usual boundaries.” 

Members of faculty and staff on the Pres¬ 
ident’s Committee, made up of donors 
pation rate must reach 20 percent, he 
stated. 

The Director of Private Funding reported 
that the total given to the University of 
Toronto by faculty and staff was more 
than half a million dollars during 1983. 

Last year was the best year ever for the 
Varsity Fund, the university’s annual 
alumni support program. Douglas 
Todgham, associate director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Private Funding, reported alumni 
gifts increased by 37.9 percent from 1982. 
The total donated by alumni was $1.93 mil¬ 
lion or 98.6 percent of the goal for 1983. 

Donald Ivey, Vice-President, Institu¬ 
tional Relations, told the board that Presi¬ 
dent David Strangway is convinced of the 
need for expansion of resources in the 
external area. One of the priorities for 1984, 
he said, is to increase the number of correct 
addresses of alumni in order to keep in 
touch with as many as possible. In order to 
reach Strangway’s announced goal to dou¬ 
ble the alumni annual giving, the partici¬ 
pation rate must reach 20 percent he 
stated. 

Varsity Fund board chairman, Malim 
Harding stated that 1984 would be a “year 
of transition.” One of the projects is a 
market research survey of U. of T. alumni 
to examine current attitudes of giving and 
non-giving alumni toward the University 
of Toronto and current patterns of giving. 
The results will be used to help develop 
programs to increase alumni donations 
and to identify strategies that have the 
potential to increase the alumni participa¬ 
tion rate and the size of donations. 

The University of Toronto is also 
expanding its staff in the Development 
Office and has advertised nationally for a 
qualified person reporting directly to the 
President — to direct the activities of Com¬ 
munications, Alumni and all fund-raising. 

When asked for comment on UVic’s 
plans for internal and external fund¬ 
raising, Floyd Fairclough, Director of 
Community Relations and Development, 
stated that methods would be explored fol¬ 
lowing the recommendations of the task 
force established by Dr. Murray Fraser, 
Vice-President, Academic, (See article, the 
Ring, Feb. 4). A preliminary report is due 
this month.
